Fullerton Pair 
Confess, Says 
Sheriff Jackson 

Fourteen recent robberies, four 
of them holdups at Orange county 
drug and liquor stores, were 
solved today with arrest of two 
Fullerton youths who assertedly 
confessed. 

James Morgan Williams, 21- 
year-old Fullerton laborer, sur¬ 
rendered Friday night to Fuller¬ 
ton police; and Willis Harold 
Walker, 24, Fullerton laborer, was 
arrested yesterday in Fullerton by 
Deputy Sheriffs Steve Duhart and 
Tom Murphine, Officers Koontz 
and Foster of the Fullerton police 
department, and two Long Beach 
police officers. 

CONFESSIONS MADE 

Sheriff Logan Jack-son said to¬ 
day both youths had made full 
confessions. They were arraigned 
this morning before Acting Justice 
Chris PEinn and held under $10,000 
bond pending pleas Thursday. 

Williams, turned over to Dep¬ 
uties Frank Cagle and Harvey 
Gulick Friday night by Police 
Chief James Pearson of Fullerton. 
as.sertedly admitted the four Or¬ 
ange county robberies and later 
told of 10 more in Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties, impli¬ 
cating another youth known as 
“Sailor Joe.” 

AD.MITS HOLDING GUN 

Williams, Jack.son said, admit¬ 
ted holding the gun u.sed in 12 of 
the robberies. 

Intensive investigation by the 
officers led to Walker’s home in 
Fullerton yesterday, whore the 
suspect was arrested. Deputies 
said he admitted hold the gun 
used in two other robberies, and 
taking part in 12 of the 14 
holdups. 

The youths face three felony 
robbery counts here, one for hold¬ 
ing up the Brunet pharmacy on 
South Main street Sept. 24, one 
for the holdup of the Charles 
Pedroja drug store on East Fourth 
.street Sept. 27, and one for the 
robbery of the Charles Guard 
pharmacy on South Main street 
Oct. 15. A total of $112 was 
taken in the three local holdups. 
I.N OTHER COUNTIES 

In addition the men may be 
charged with holding up the 
Buena Park liquor store, and then 
may be taken to Los Angeles and 
Seui Bernardino counties to face 
trial on 10 other charges, all of 
them carrying long penitentiary 
sentences. 

News of Williams’ arrest Fri¬ 
day night was withheld by news¬ 
papers in cooperation with author¬ 
ities, so Walker would not be 
warned that his alleged confeder¬ 
ate was in custody. The trap set 
for the second .suspect functioned 
perfectly, officers said. 

CITRUS GROVE 
BRINGS $34,000 

Purchase of a 14-acre citrus 
ranch on Lemon Heights for about 
$34,000 was revealed today by pa¬ 
pers in the county recorder's of¬ 
fice. 

Buyers of the grove, the old Ar¬ 
thur Lyon ranch, were A. E. and 
Mrs. May N. Stiles, who purchased 
the property from Herbert Walker 
Clark and Mrs. Ruth Clark. Sig¬ 
natures on the deed, on record at 
the courthou.se today, were dated 
Oct. 10. 

The ranch, located near Skyline 
drive, contains about 14.031 acres. 
Revenue stamps affixed to the 
deed totaled $.34, indicating a pur¬ 
chase price of $34,000. 

State to Aid Pay 
Act Enforcement 

SAN FRANCISCO. Coop¬ 

eration of state labor inspectors 
will be relied on in the western re¬ 
gion in enforcing the national 
wage and hour act which went 
into effect today. 

Wesley O. Ash, western region¬ 
al director of the fair labor stand¬ 
ards administration, charged with 
enforcing the act said "standards 
of performance” were to be 
worked out under which states 
could draw federal money for co¬ 
operation. 

Later, he .said, the United States 
civil service commission would 
call for examinations to qualify 
federal Inspectors at a .salary of 
$1800 a year. 

Auto Trims Palm 
Tree in Yard 

Swerving to avoid another ma¬ 
chine, a car driven by Marion 
Costello of 318 French street 
sheared off a palm tree in the 
front yard of William Magg at 
219 East Washington street, police 
reported today. 

The automobile was damaged, 
but none was injured, according 
to police. 


WASHINGTON. (A5 -- Harper 
Knowles, California legionnaire, 
told house investigators today an 
organization headed by Harry 
Bridges, CIO maritime leader, be¬ 
gan agitation which “brought 
about the San Francisco general 
strike (1934) and chaos to the 
maritime industry.” 

Knowles, of Oakland, said he 
was chairman of the radical re¬ 
search committee of the Califor¬ 
nia American Legion. He said 
Bridges was a Communist, and 
that the organization, the "equal¬ 
ity hall group,” numbered many 
Communists among its members. 
FACES CHARGES 

Bridges is an Australian, 
against whom deportation pro¬ 
ceedings are pending. 

Chairman Dies (D., Tex.) of the 
committee investigating un-Amer¬ 
ican activities, before which 
Knowles testified, recently de¬ 
manded of Secretary of Labor 
Perkins that Bridges be deported. 
Miss Perkins replied no action 
would be taken until the supreme 
court disposed of a similar case 
involving Joseph Strecker of Hot 
Springs, Ark. 

Knowles contended that as early 
as 1922 Bridges had entered the 
riggers’ and stevedores’ union and 
tried to gather about him "a 
group of radical progressives.” 
Two years later, he said. Bridges 
and a few others organized a long- 
.shoremen’s local union, whidi 
quickly disintegrated. 

EVIDENCE CLAI.MED 

"This group continued to agi¬ 
tate along the waterfront until 
the year 1932,” the witness said, 
"when they decided to again Mt- 
tempt to organize another long¬ 
shoremen’s local.” 

In order to do this, he said, a 
group was chosen to meet at 
Equality hall in San Francisco. 
Not all of thi.s nucleus, which 
later brought on the general San 
Francisco strike, was Communist, 
Knowles said, but those who were 
not willing to go along were 
“quickly eliminated.” 

Knowles said the Legion’s radi¬ 
cal research-committee contend«i 
that evidence it had obtained, as 
well as Communist publications, 
had proved that: 

N.-V^IES GIVEN 

The Equality hall group “com¬ 
mended the agitation that brought 
about the San Francisco general 
strike and chaos to the maritime 
Industry”; that it did its agita¬ 
tion by means of a Communist 
publication, and that it was 
headed by Bridges. 

Knowles gave these names and 
identifications for the original 
members of the Equality hall 
group; 

Henry Schmidt, former presi¬ 
dent of a local union of the Inter¬ 
national Longshoremen, a CIO if- 
filiate; has been a member of the 
Communist party; a right-hand 
man of Bridges; controls the sub¬ 
ject matter of the "Waterfront 
Worker.” 

ENVOY SENT EAST 

Henry Schrimpf, radical and 
former Community party member; 
.sent to the East coast to build 
up .sentiment for an international 
maritime federation. 

Alvin Kullberg, former IWW m- 
ganizer; affiliated with Commu¬ 
nist leaders; now a longshore boss 
on the waterfront. 

William Christensen, a Danish 
citizen; a seaman; counted as a 
dependable member of the Inter¬ 
national Longshoremen’s associa¬ 
tion and the (Communist party. 

J. G. White, known as “Dirty 
Neck"; never prominent in the 
Pacific Maritime federation. 

L. A. Power Bureau 
Makes 6 Millions 

LOS ANGELES, (A»)--The city- 
owned Bureau of Power and Light 
earned nearly six million dollars 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, despite a rate reduction 
amounting to $1,300,000, an audit 
showed today. 

The net earnings, $5,928,975, 
were $856,114 greater than last 
year.

CITRUS PLANS 
PUT IN FINAL 
FORM TODAY 

WASHINGTON. (A»l —The na¬ 
tional citrus conference drafted a 
surplus disposal program today 
which some delegates branded as 
inadequate. 

Floridians and others apparent¬ 
ly were ready to give up a fight 
for government subsidies on fruit 
diverted from the normal channels 
of trade. The conference was told 
again this morning the agricultur¬ 
al adjustment administration 
would not consent to such a svs- 
tem. 

Delegates and AAA men 
planned a .session this afternoon to 
put the program in final form, 
agree to it, and end the eight-day 
session. 

Conferees indicated there was 
no other major point of dispute. 
Early this afternoon, the program 
tentatively included an agreement 
to keep low grade fruit off the 
market, government purchases of 
8,000,000 boxes of surplus fruit, a 
marketing agreement for Florida, 
an appeal to canners to buy only 
liigh grade fruit, and a campaign 
for reduced freight rates. 

“We’re just going to take the 
best we can get and agree to it,” 
said one Florida advocate of the 
diversion system. All delegates ap¬ 
parently were determined to ad¬ 
journ by nightfall. 

The government’s responsibility 
will be that of boo.sting the high 
grapefruit market by purchasing 
approximately $10,000,000 worth 
of oranges and grapefruit during 
the sea-N^n for distribution to 
needy persons. 

Industry representatives aban¬ 
doned a demand last week to dis¬ 
tribute the government purchases 
among the three citrus areas on 
the basis of total production in 
each. 

The AAA insi.sted any strings 
on its purchase fund might defeat 
the program. Fruit should be 
bought, officials argued, in any 
section where the market was de¬ 
pressed. 

Boy, Reprimanded, 
Ends Life in Attic 

LANCASTER, Pa. (A>) — Ten- 
year - old John Gladfelter, jr., 
hanged himself in the attic of his 
home yesterday. Coroner A. V. 
Walter said, because of a repri¬ 
mand for not eating his dinner. 


The nude body of a 65-year-old 
man was found floating in the 
mouth of the Santa Ana river ear¬ 
ly today, providing authorities 
with their second unidentified 
body found at the beach within 
the past week. 

Coroner Earl Abbey reported 
the body apparently had been in 
the water about two days. It is 
believed to have floated up the 
mouth of the river from the 
ocean. 

BODY UNMARKED 

There were no marks on the 
man’s body, and authorities were 
of the opinion that death was 
caused by drowning. An autopsy 
will be held this afternoon to de¬ 
termine the cause of death. 

The man was about 65, weighing 
135 pounds. He was quite bald, 
with grey hair about the temples. 
He had a stubby grey mustache. 
Except for a pair of tan shoes 
and sox, the body was completely 
nude. 

WORKER FINDS BODY 

It was discovered at 6 a. m. to¬ 
day by Harry Sweet, who was 
working on the Coast highway 
bridge over the river. He peered 
over the bridge and saw the body 
floating below. 

The body was removed to the 
Dixon-Grauel mortuary at Costa 
Mesa, where attempts to identify 
it were being made today. 

Discovery of the man’s body 
came only a week after the body 
of a middle-aged woman was 
found floating in the surf near 
Seal Beach, giving rise to a be¬ 
lief she might have been mur¬ 
dered. Her body is still unidenti¬ 
fied, and Coroner Earl Abbey said 
it would be buried immediately un¬ 
less identification is made. 

GIRLKlOm 

MAN ARRESTED 

LOS ANGELES. (A>)—Discovery 
of the bullet-pierced body of a 
pretty, 22-year-old stenographer in 
her apartment led early today to 
the arrest of C. E. Weber, 38, 
credit manager of a downtown 
■store, on su.splcion of murder. 

Weber told Detective Lieutenant 
W. J. Clark that the victim, 
Claudia Huebler, shot herself to 
death. 

Weber, who is married, wa'S 
quoted by the detective as saying 
that he was visiting Miss Huebler 
last night at 7;30 o’clock when, 
without apparent reason, she 
picked up his revolver from a 
table, placed it to her head, smiled 
at his alarm, and then fired. 

Dry, Warm Winter 
Here Forecast 

LOS .\NGELES. (AS—Dr. George 
F. McEwen, of the Scripps Insti¬ 
tute of Oceanography at La Jolla, 
forecast today that Southern Cali¬ 
fornia will have a fairly dry, warm 
winter season. 

The mean precipitation, he said, 
would average 13 inches, and tem¬ 
peratures would average 65.1 for 
October; 61.5 for November; 56.8 
for December, and 54.7 for Janu¬ 
ary. 

Dr. McEwen originated the sys¬ 
tem of weather prognostication 
based on a study of weather cycles 
and sea surface temperatures. 

S. F. Warehouses 
Resume Business 

SAN FRANCISCO. (Ab —Mer¬ 
chandise congested in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s 138 principal warehouses 
by a ten week’s labor dispute 
started to flow into channels of 
trade again today as full crews 
representing 2500 CIO warehouse¬ 
men returned to work. 

Reopening of the plants came 
under a master contract between 
Longshoremen’s and Warehouse¬ 
men’s union and of the Distribu¬ 
tors’ association of San Francisco 
outlawing strikes or lockouts in 
the industry until June 1, 1940.

44 Men And One W oman Accused 
Of $15,000,000 Liquor Tax Fraud 


NEW YORK. (A*) — Forty-four 
men and one woman were indicted 
by a federal grand jury today on 
charges of defrauding the govern¬ 
ment of at least $15,000,000 in 
taxes through an illicit liquor ring 
operating in five United States 
Cities and Canada. 

Assistant U. S. Attorney Ray¬ 
mond P. Wheatry characterized 
the case as “one of the biggest 
the alcohol tax unit has devel-1 
oped against illegal still oper¬ 
ators.” 

The indictment was returned 
before Federal Judge William 
Bondy. 

“Conservative estimates base! 
on the treasury agents’ investiga¬ 
tion of this case have convinced 


us that this gang produced at 
least 3,500,000 gallons of 190 
proof alcohol for illicit distribu¬ 
tion.” Whearty said. 

The indictment set forth that 
the bulk of the liquor was shipped 
between 1931 and 1937 to Detroit, 
Boston, Buffalo, Newark, New 
York and Canada. 

Federal agents, the indictment 
said, traced the ring’s production 
plants to Orange, Ulster, Sullivan, 
Rockland and Dutchess counties, 
with Newburgh, N. Y., named as 
the center of the gang’s activity. 

Last Tuesday 31 other persons 
were indicted by the same special 
grand jury on charges of similar 
activity in Dutchess county. The 


government charged it had been 
defrauded of $2,500,000. 

Whearty said treasury agents 
had discovered several blind cor¬ 
porations set up by the defend¬ 
ants to “cloak with respectability ’ 
their operations, and that a New¬ 
burgh concern was used to pur¬ 
chase molasses, sugar and other 
raw materials for the operation of 
the stills. 

Whearty said treasury agents, 
tracing nine companies allegedly 
involved, found their "headquar¬ 
ters” in abandoned barns and one- 
story garages. The concerns were 
created, he said, because treasury 
regulars forced all dealers in raw 
materials for liquor to report 
their monthly business transac¬ 
tions. 


SHANGHAI. (Ab—Japanese 
aerial bombing of a British war¬ 
ship and a customs dispute over 
an American passenger liner to¬ 
day added two new incidents to 
the long list of international com¬ 
plications in the China war. 

Bombs from six Japanese planes 
fell about and damaged the super¬ 
structure of the British gunboat 
Sandpiper, anchored at Crangsha, 
about 200 miles southwest of Han¬ 
kow. There were no casualties. 
SILVER UNL0.4DED 

The customs dispute arose over 
Japanese refusal to clear the .‘ner 
President Coolidge early this 
morning for San Francisco, with 
a cargo of silver valued at more 
than $4,000,000, which the Japa¬ 
nese-sponsored government ap¬ 
parently considered its property. 

The Dollar Line agreed to un¬ 
load the silver, whereupon permis¬ 
sion was granted to sail at 8 a. m 
Tuesday. 

The silver, loaded under guard 
of United States marines, was 
consigned to the Chase National 
Bank of New York. That bank’s 
Shanghai branch, however, de¬ 
clined to make any statement con¬ 
cerning the silver’s origin or ie- 
tails of the transaction. 

PER5IITS CANCELED 

Clarence E. Gau.ss, United 
States consul general, was under¬ 
stood to have referred the matter 
to the state department in Wash¬ 
ington following his negotiations 
with Shinrokuro Hidaka, Japa¬ 
nese charge d’affaires. It was re¬ 
ported Gau.ss in these negotiations 
had emphasized the interest of 
the American bank in the affair. 

Chinese customs officials on 
Sunday issued permits for export 
of the silver and for departure of 
the Coolidge, and passengers took 
the tender to board her in mid¬ 
stream before Japanese officials 
canceled the permtis. 

The Japanese-sponsored govern¬ 
ment of Shanghai, with the co¬ 
operation of Japanese military and 
naval authorities, effected can¬ 
cellation of the clearance papers. 
BRITISH PROTEST 

The President Coolidge was the 
first American passenger liner to 
call at Shanghai since the Presi¬ 
dent Hoover was bombed during 
the Japanese siege of Shanghai 
in August, 1937. 

The bombing damage to the 
British gunboat today was the 
most serious to a foreign man-of- 
war since the United States gun¬ 
boat Panay was sunk in the Yang¬ 
tze River last Dec. 12, with death 
to four foreigners, and the Brit¬ 
ish gunboat Ladybird was shelled 
with one seaman killed. 

NOT ACCIDENTAL 

British naval officers said they 
"vigorously protested” the bomb¬ 
ing of the Sandpiper. 

The incident followed a Japa¬ 
nese warning to foreign vessels 
Saturday to withdraw from Han¬ 
kow area to avoid dangers of a 
massed aerial bombardment there. 

British naval officers here 
doubted that the bombing was 
accidental. (The admiralty office 
in London and the naval office in 
Tokyo early today had not re¬ 
ceived a formal report of the inci¬ 
dent.) 

Myrl Alderman 
Out of Hospital 

LOS ANGELES. (A>) — Con¬ 
valescing from a bullet wound in¬ 
flicted in a shooting at singer 
Ruth Etting’s home, Myrl Aider- 
man, 30-year-old music arranger, 
was in seclusion today after his 
release from a hospital. 

Miss Etting’s former husband, 
Martin (Col. Gimp) Snyder, was 
indicted last week on charges he 
kidnaped aqd attempted to murder 
Alderman. 

Lindy to Extend 
His Berlin Visit 

BERLIN. (JP> — Col Charles 
A. Lindbergh decided today to re¬ 
main in Berlin “probably several 
days longer" instead of leaving 
this morning, as he originally liad 
intended. 

He spent the day inspecting 
plans for the rebuilding of Berlin 
and looking over construction 
work already completed. 

GEO. JES8EL ROBBED 

CINCINNATI. (A5 -George Jes- 
sel, the comedian, reported today 
the theft of jewelry valued at 
$5000 from his hotel room here. 


Indefinitely 

TOKYO. <yP) —Japan’s determi¬ 
nation to hold China indefinitely 
under military occupation and com¬ 
pel her to “cooperate” with Japan 
in ail vital matters after the war 
is ended was disclosed tonight in 
a statement emanating from gov¬ 
ernment sources. 

The statement, published by 
Domei. .lapan’s only major news 
agency, apparently was issued in 
anticipation of the early fall of 
Hankow, China’s provisional cap¬ 
ital. 

Dispatches from the war zones 
tonight said Japanese forces had 
drawn their cordon around the 
city to as clc.se as 12 miles at one 
point. 

The pronouncement was inter¬ 
pretea as an indication of the Jap¬ 
anese government’s belief that the 
capture of Har.kow would end the 
purely military phase of the con¬ 
quest and permit cessation ot fur¬ 
ther offensive operations by the 
IHicado’s forces in China. 

Japan will c.unpel China to “co¬ 
operate’ pollti'^ally, economically 
and culturally after the fighting is 
over, said the declaration. 

It said Japan’s program for con¬ 
trol of China £*-.amis on three main 
pillars; 

Firstly, China must accept in¬ 
dustrial and economic “reciproc¬ 
ity.” 

Secondly, China must join the 
anti - Comintern accord of Japan, 
C- many and Italy and prohibit 
all anti-Japanese movements. 

Thirdly, Chin^i, must ab.acdon 
"all policies and forms of educa¬ 
tion likeiy to dertioy amity’ with 
Japan. 


RACE IS ON 
TO HANKOW 

SHANGHAI, (Tuesday) (A5— 
Japanese army and navy units 
were racing early today for the 
honor of being the first to enter 
Hankow, China’s provisional capi¬ 
tal. 

Japanese spokesmen here pro¬ 
fessed to expei news of the fall 
of the city momentarily. 

Japanese dispatches said thou¬ 
sands of Chinese soldiers were re¬ 
treating en masse on all Yangtze 
river fronts and that the whole 
defense system of the Wuhan area, 
embracing Hankow, was crum¬ 
bling. 

HANKOW. (A*)—Chinese began 
wiring Japanese properties for re¬ 
taliatory explosives today as the 
Japanese offensive reached to 
within 20 miles of Hankow. 

To Japanese protests, the C3ii- 
nese replied they would give 24 
hours’ notice if they decided to 
destroy the mined buildings, some 
of which are in a proposed safety 


Buildings 

Blasted 

CANTON. (JP >—A gigantic con¬ 
flagration threatened to destroy 
this South China metropolis today 
as fires roared into residential dis¬ 
tricts after burning it the busi¬ 
ness sections. 

Japanese dynamite squads 
blasted firebreaks around the 
burning areas in an attempt to 
halt the spreading flames, while 
foreign volunteers aided in trying 
to save foreign buildings. 

Dynamite was the only weapon 
the fire fighters could use singe 
the blasting of Canton’s reservoirs 
before the Chinese fled had com¬ 
pletely disrupted water supplies. 
.MUNITION BLASTS 

Some small fires broke out in 
the International Settlements on 
Shameen Island, but were quickly 
extinguished and a shift of the 
wind carried the flames away 
from the island after a mile of 
waterfront buildings across the 80- 
foot creek had been destroyed. 

Many buildings on the island 
were damaged yesterday by three 
terrific explosions of munitions 
which the Chinese had abandoned 
in Wongsha railway station. The 
blasts scattered fragments over 
the entire settlement, breaking 
windows and blowing out shutters. 
The United States consulate gen¬ 
eral suffered slight damage from, 
falling plaster. 

DAMAGE IN JVaLLIONS 

An Associated Pregs photog¬ 
rapher near the station at the 
time was hit in the back by f^- 
ing stones. 

The Saichuen and Honam dl3- 
tricts of the city were the worst 
damaged. Buildings destroyed in¬ 
cluded the ministry of finance, 
provincial and municipal head¬ 
quarters, a Buddhist temple, sev¬ 
eral hotels and the post office. 

There was no official estimate 
of the damage, but unofficially it 
was believed to run as high as 
$ 10 , 000 , 000 . 

Flames mounted 150 feet high 
during the night and today a vast, 
low lying cloud of smoke partially 
hid the sun. 

THOUSANDS FLEE 

The fires drove from hiding 
thousands of poorer Chinese, the 
only remnants of a population of 
2,000,000 living in the metropoli¬ 
tan area a short time ago. 

Thousands of panic-stricken 
Chinese still were fleeing in river 
junks and other thousands, unable 
to board the overcrowded vessels, 
huddled in terror opposite the in¬ 
ternational settlement. 

Foreign authorities arrested one 
Chinese attempting to ignite gas¬ 
oline opposite the settlement. Else¬ 
where piles of paper and wood 
were found in buildings and many 
foreigners said they saw Chinese 
lighting fires. 

SHOPS LOOTED 

The flames failed to halt loot¬ 
ing.

TRUCE LIKELY 
TO FOLLOW 
DRASTIC MOVE 

JERUSALEM, tflh—British mil¬ 
itary auf "ities disclosed today 
they would take control of ail 
traffic smd communications in 
Palestine Nov. 1 in the new drive 
to crush Arab insurrection against 
British rule in the Holy Land. 

Major General Robert H. Haln- 
ing, commander of British forces 
in Palestine and Trans-Jordan, is¬ 
sued special warnings throughout 
the country that any person plan¬ 
ning to travel by rail, automobile 
or otherwise must obtain a special 
military pass. 

This was considered as a possi¬ 
ble forerunner to a drive by the 
army to limit civilian movements 
to urban areas in order to avoid 
any Interference with troop oper¬ 
ations. 

Reports reached Jerusalem that 
Abdul Rahim, commander-in-chief 
of the Arab insurgent forces, has 
issued orders from his headquar¬ 
ters in the hills that henceforth his 
followers must refrain from en¬ 
gaging British troops except in 
self-defense. 

In some informed quarters be¬ 
lief was expressed this might be 
the prelude to a truce similar to 
that negotiated in October, 1936, 
which, however, lasted only three 
months, giving way to a fresh 
wave of terror. 

Jewish leaders expressed the 
opinion that the Arab chieftain’s 
reported order was a face saving 
gesture, made because the Arab 
insurgents against British rule in 
the Holy Land were confronted 
now with overwhelming British 
forces determined to stamp out 
terrorism. 

The protection of lives and 
property of American citizens in 
Palestine was the subject of a 
conference in Jerusalem between 
Wallace Murray, United States 
consular inspector from Washing¬ 
ton, and Consul General George 
Wadsworth. 

This was considered in line with 
recent declarations from Wash¬ 
ington concerning protection of 
American interests in Palestine. 

Murray gained a vivid idea of 
the Holy Land’s turmoil when he 
had to travel from Haifa to Jeru¬ 
salem under protection of a Brit¬ 
ish armored car.

LOS ANGELES. (A’)—Mrs. An¬ 
na Laura Barnett’s fight to retain 
the palatial "tepee" left her by In¬ 
dian Jackson Barnett, was carried 
today to the White House. 

Mindful of appeals by thousands 
of Los Angeles clubwomen. Gov¬ 
ernor Frank F. Merriam tele¬ 
graphed President Roosevelt to ex¬ 
ert his efforts in Mrs. Barnett’s 
behalf “if in your judgment and 
in the light of human understand¬ 
ings, such action appears justi¬ 
fied.” - 

The governor’s message ex¬ 
plained that the clubwomen, in pe¬ 
titions, had asked the government 
to ’’temper” the mandate of a fed¬ 
eral court judgment depriving her 
of a colonial mansion on Wilshire 
boulevard. 

The mansion was one of a num¬ 
ber of things that Barnett, a "one- 
blanket” Indian, bought with his 
Oklahoma oil royalties after his 
marriage to flashing-eyed, dark¬ 
haired Anna Laura. 

For several years, she has 
fought a losing ' ttle in the courts 
against a ruling that the marriage 
was invalid. 

Ordered to relinquish the two- 
story house to the goverrunent, 
she was granted a 60-day stay by 
the U. S. attorney general which 
expired a week ago. 

Marshal Robert Clark, empow¬ 
ered to carry out the eviction of 
Mrs. Barnett and her daughter, 
Maxine Sturgis, has delayed ac¬ 
tion after serving legal papers sev¬ 
eral days ago. 

Clubwomen claim Mrs. Barnett 
was “a faithful wife to the aged 
Indian for 15 years” before his 
death.

’Three-year-old Dean Tripp, son of 
wealthy Wilbur D. Tripp, today 
was returned to his home by 
George O’Connell, ex-marine, 
with whom he disappeared Satur¬ 
day, ostensibly on a shopping trip 
to New York City.

This is the motto of the Boy 
Scouts of America. Scouts are 
trained to be prepared for emer¬ 
gencies, learn to be prepared for 
bigger life problems as well.

Boy Scouts learn by doing. They 
swim, play games, take part in 
athletic competition, learn to save 
lives, how to build fires, how to 
cook—how to take care of them¬ 
selves without too much depend¬ 
ence upon other people. 

* * * 

They don’t learn about life by 
reading boys’ magazines. 'Their 
adventures on the sea are not re¬ 
stricted between the pages of 
books—they actually go to sea. 

* * * 

Ask Boy Scout Executive Har¬ 
rison White what is the chief 
value of scouting. He will tell 
you that youth is the hope of the 
world; if improvements and prog¬ 
ress will be made, it will be done 
by youth. Thus any program that 
will enable youngsters to grow 
mentally and physically seems to 
him worth while. 

* * * 

In Orange county there are 60 
troops. ’ITiis includes seven Sea 
Scout troops, one senior Scout 
unit, in addition to 15 "cub packs” 
for boys ranging from 9 to 12 
years of age. (’The cub packs 
are actually entirely separated 
from the Boy Scout organization.)

process of formation, as are four 
new “cub packs” and one Sea 
Scout unit.

Directing the boys are 325 lay¬ 
men leaders and 60 scoutmasters. 
Leadership is adjudged to be 
about the most important factor 
in scouting, and every leader is 
selected only after a detailed 

study of his character and ability.

The Orange County Council of 
Boy Scouts was organized in 1922. 
It has two Boy Scout camp sites 
—one at Camp Irvine, donated bv 
James Irvine, and the other in 
San Bernardino mountains, called 
Camp Ro-Ki-Li. 'The latter camp 
was established by the Santa Ana 
Rotary, Kiwanis and Lions clubs 
16 years ago.

Some 2600 youngsters were en¬ 
camped during week-end trips last 
year at Camp Irvine, while 2000 
county scouts have camped at Ro- 
Ki-Li since last January.

Col. M. B. Wellington, who has 
been in scouting for more than 23 
years, is president of the county 
council. Mayor Harry William¬ 
son of Newport is vice president.

Each troop is the county is 
sponsored by a club, church or 
citizens’ group. Besides service 
clubs and churches, the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
Elks club sponsor scout troops, as 
do small groups of citizens in 
small communities of the county. 
* * • 

Regular troop meetings are held 
each week. Executive White em¬ 
phasizes there is no regimenta¬ 
tion in scouting, with each troop 
able to maintain its individuality 

and originality. 

• • * 

To become a Boy Scout a boy 
must be at least 12 years of age. 
First step in scouting is the Ten¬ 
derfoot class. After passing tests, 
a boy becomes a second-class 
scout. After that in rank is Flrst- 
class Scout, Star Scout, Life 
Scout and, lastly. Eagle Scout. 

• • * 

Of the nearly 8000 boys that 
have been scouts in Orange 
county, only about 200 have be¬ 
come Eagle Scouts, showing how 
difficult it is to reach this goal. 
It is necessary to secure 21 merit 
badges to bectxne an Eagle. An 
Eagle Scout must obtain merit 
badges in cooking, camping, civics 
(very tough) and many others. 

* * * 

The “cub packs” are entirely 
separated fro mthe Boy Scout or¬ 
ganization, although it is a sup¬ 
plement to it. It is for boys be¬ 
tween 9 and 12 years of age. They 
learn to swim, are taught safety, 
handicraft, do regular physical 
exercises at home. The leader is 
one of the mothers, and the boys 
meet in neighborhood groups. 

• • * 

Sea Scouting is for boys over 
IS years of age. Each of the 
seven troops in the county has 
its own boat. The boats range in 
length from 24 to 40 feet, all have 

auxiliary engines as well as sails. 

* • • 

Boats are virtually constructed 
by the scouts themselves. Hulls 
are obtained through the cooper¬ 
ation of the United States Navy 
and other groups, and built up by 
tite scouts. The scouts spend 
much of their time under the di¬ 
rection of their skipper, working 
on the boats, perhaps sailing 
around the bay, or making week¬ 
end trips down the coast. Trips 
to Catalina are often made.

Many medical memoirs have 
been published since Axel Munthe 
proved with his “Story of San 
Michele” that it is profitable for 
a doctor to hint at, if not dis¬ 
close, the tricks of his trade. 
Most of these books have aimed 
at sensationalism, the authors 
seeming to feel that the tracking 
down of a rare disease, or bring¬ 
ing scientific enlightenment to 
the heathen, is what the public 
wants to read about. But with 
his widely discussed book, “The 
Horse and Buggy Doctor,” Dr. 
Hertzler shows that the pioneer 
healing methods in our own coun¬ 
try make as entertaining read¬ 
ing as any practices of African 
witch doctors, and that the med¬ 
ical progress of the general prac¬ 
titioner in the last 50 years is as 
miraculous as conquering yellow 
fever. 

In delightful sarcastic vein, 
which shows that though he may 
have lost his first rosy illusions 
he has retained a sense of humor. 
Dr. Hertzler describes his own 
education and practice, not be¬ 
cause his experiences were unu¬ 
sual, but because they typified 
those of hundreds of country doc¬ 
tors. Even as a small boy the 
practice of medicine fascinated 
him, and his curiosity to see 
what the inside of a doctor’s of¬ 
fice looked like was so over¬ 
whelming that one day he re¬ 
sorted to the ordeal of having 
a perfectly sound tooth pulled. 
The facts that for weeks he had 
hunted £ind sold eggs to collect 
the 35-cent fee, that he had to 
wake the doctor from a drunken 
stupor, and that the dirty forceps 
used were grabbed from a mis¬ 
cellaneous heap on the doctor’s 
desk, did not dampen his enthus¬ 
iasm.

Fifty years ago entrance re¬ 
quirements for most medical 
courses consisted of a reading and 
writing knowledge of English and 
a letter from a cleric. Hertzler 
picked out the best school of the 
day. North western university. 
Here classes, advancing progres¬ 
sively, covered three years of 
seven months each, as compared 
to the usual procedure of attend¬ 
ance of five months for two years, 
the same lectures being given to 
the entire student body, so that 
superior second year men could 
tell the beginners when the jokes 
were due. In any event, it was 
a m o St inadequate preparation, 
and it is no wonder that patients 
waited imtil the last extremities 
of a disease before calling the doc¬ 
tor, when of course it was usually 
too late to do anything. 

After college there were ardu¬ 
ous years ahead of the young doc¬ 
tor. Country practice demanded 
a maximum of travel with a min¬ 
imum of conveniences. Along with 
the instrument bag, standard 
equipment included a pair of wire 
cutters, so that when roads were 
impassable the doctor could snip 
his way into an adjoining field 
where the going was apt to be 
easier. Hertzler learned to sleep 
in his buggy. He also studied nat¬ 
ural history, collecting specimens 
as he went, read philosophy and 
medical journals, and made case 
notes of Mis patients. He kept 
pace as isolated experiments filled 
in the gaps of medical knowledge 
and always found study more fun 
than the social diversions offered by 
the small town in which he lived. 
Later he was able to spend two 
years in Berlin where the scien¬ 
tific approach had developed more 
rapidly than in our own country. 

The last chapters of the book 
deel with the growth of the au¬ 
thor’s private hospital, his con¬ 
clusions resulting from a wld« 
experience as a consulting sur¬ 
geon, and a discussion of the pe¬ 
culiar relationship between doctoi 
and patient, in which he pointi 
out that no white tiled cllnla 
equipped with the most modem 
laboratories and staffed with spe¬ 
cialists can ever replace the fam¬ 
ily doctor, who was something ol 
a faith healer and psychologist, as 
well as a dispenser of pills.

RIVERSIDE. (iP)—Members of 
the state grange have returned to 
their homes, following conclusion 
of their annual state convention, 
marked by Master George Sehl- 
meyer's opposition to proposition 
No. 1, the labor initiative on the 
November ballot, and to the single 
tax. 

Sehlmeyer, a resident of San 
Francisco, characterized proposi¬ 
tion No. 1 as “pernicious and 
against democracy.” He urged a 
united front to defeat the single 
tax. 

Before adjourning, delegates 
voted to hold next year’s conven¬ 
tion in Chico, after a spirited con¬ 
test with San Jose, and chose V. 
R, Parish of Modesto as a mem¬ 
ber of the state executive commit¬ 
tee. He was the only state officer 
up for election. 

The grange adroitly straddled 
the $30 every Thursday plan by 
adopting a substitute resolution, 
supplanting those offered by vari¬ 
ous locals, favoring “an adequate 
old age pension to the extent that 
state finances will permit.” Until 
a uniform pension law is adopted, 
the grange prefers “the immediate 
enactment of an adequate federal 
pension plan,” the resolution 
stated. 

Other resolutions passed in¬ 
cluded: 

That California citizens main¬ 
tain their right to free and unin¬ 
terrupted use of the highways and 
other avenues of transportation 
must be guaranteed. 

That the farmer should be se¬ 
cure in his right to produce, har¬ 
vest, process and market his farm 
products without regulation as to 
hours and wages. 

That labor should “put its own 
house in order” and legislation 
should be enacted enforcing a se¬ 
cret ballot on strike calls by un¬ 
ions. 

That violence shall not be coun¬ 
tenanced in labor disputes.

N^W YORK. (iP)—Buying selectivity 
ruled in the stock market today with 
strength of utilities and a few air¬ 
crafts, oils and specialties tending to 
offset profit selling in steels, motors 
and other recently buoyant leaders.

The climbing steels of Saturday suf¬ 
fered a moderate early setback, but 
stepped up after noon when this week's 
mill operations were officially esti¬ 
mated up 4.3 points at 53.7 per cent of 
capacity, the best level since last Octo¬ 
ber and the first time this year the 
rate ha.s topped that of 1937.

Bad Smells in WPA 

Admini53trator Harry Hopkins has protested loud and 
often against charges of irregularities in the WPA. His 
attitude has been that of one unable to conceive the pos- 
sibilitj’ that an organization, with such humanitarian pur¬ 
poses as WPA might be perveited by the political ma¬ 
chines which control it. 

That has been his attitude with regard to the Alben 
W. Barkley machine in Kentucky which helped to renom¬ 
inate the senate majority leader; to the Josh Lee machine 
in Oklahoma which helped to renominate Senator Elmer 
Thomas; to the Guffey machine active in Pennsylvania. 
And his method of combating criticism has been “white¬ 
wash” investigations of WPA by WPA. 

But at last the story of what is going on inside the 
WPA is being told by some one other than newspaper 
reporters and opposition politicians. At last, we think. 

Mr. Hopkins will stop c.barging persona! bias. Indeed, 
most of the unsavory detail.e are being brought to light by 
WPA’s own investigators, working under the direction of 
listrict attorneys. 

* • • • 

Last week in New Jersey, where WPA is controlled 
by the Frank Hague machine, a federal grand jury indicted 
16 corporations and 32 persons on charges of conspiring 
to defraud the WPA of approximately $250,000 in the 
purchase of sand and gravel for WPA projects. 

That action followed on the heels of even more sen¬ 
sational indictments in New Mexico, w'here a federal grand 
jury charged 73 persons with law violations in connection 
with WPA. 

In New Mexico the WPA has long been operated as 
the personal political machine of Senator Dennis Chavez. 
Among tho«e indicted were the senator’s secretary and 
several of the senator’s relatives. The charges included 
intimidation of WPA employes, shp.):e-downs for political 
contributions, and diversion of WPA funds, materials and 
labor services to personal uses. 

The New Mexico grand jurors, whom the presiding 
judge properly commended as “good Am.erican citizens,” 
reported that— 

“The extent to which the avowed ends and aims of the 
Works Prege'ess AdministratioK program have been im¬ 
paired and defeated through selLsh aims and ambitions 
of individuals entrusted with it.o administration, or who 
sought political advantage, has am.azed yr>ur grand jury.” 

• ' • • • 

WPA investigators were prowling around in New 
Mexico in September of last year and in April of this year, 
and nothing came of their prowling. It was quite natural, 
therefore, for Senator Chavez’ political associates to think 
that Mr. Hopkins didn’t mean w’r.at he had said about no 
politics in WPA. And for his failure to convince them 
of his sincerity, Mr. Hopkins cannot escape blame. 

Incidentally, Mr. Hopkins might have spared the WPA 
this scandal had he joined last spring in the efforts of 
the other New Mexico senator—Senator Hatch—to aass 
a law' w'hich w'ould have left no doubts as to the L^pro- 
priety of mixing politics with WPA. But Mr. Hopkins 
was not among the sponsors of that legislation, and his 
pal, Senator Chavez, was one of its most vociferous op¬ 
ponents.
